This is in response to the Office Action dated December 16, 2002. 

The Examiner indicated that the reply filed on 10-08-2002 was not fully responsive to the 
prior Office Action because the reply must identify the claims readable on the elected species, 
including any claims subsequently added pursuant to MPEP 809.02(a) and 37 CFR 1.111. 

The Examiner previously indicated that the Applicant is required to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted from the following Groups: 

Group I, claims 1-26 drawn to an Infinitely Variable Transmission; 

Group II, claims 27-31 drawn to an Actuator; and 

Group III, claims 32-35 drawn to a Method for Defining Tooth Flanks on a Pair of 
Meshing Non-Circular Gears.
